of the colonial fninncos would unJorf;() a 
iniraeulous cbaiigu for llic boiler, wbilu 
another class aro of opinion that the whole 
oolony would giak uDder-a speedy collupsu. 
Tb^,. proposition brought forward by Mr. De 
Cosmos aims at neither the one thing nur ilu^ 
other; but .with some slight moililiciuionn 
can ba proved to bo nl the present lime a 
highly uucusBury iiicnsurc lor llie wellbciny 
of the country. It gives Iho Governiueiil 
power ti) ia^uo Treasury Notes to tl)o oxlciit 
ol SlUUjOUO, wilh uqrtfvin leslriotiODS us to 
(h.e pOinqiipt to. be circulated at any yiven 
tiiu^l -Jn' our present condition, when laxa- 
tfq^hia /eit so very onerous, nnyllMnf; that will 
glVe^'the people a respite from tho demamlH 
of the 'I reasury will be hailed as a biiDii. 
No one has othct than the most i;lo\vuig 
anticipations of the future; but tho uiic 
adage' '"whili'thiJ'gthM' is trowing the cow 
is starving" is peduHarV a{>plicablc to our 
piteseQt condition. Wo iIoiiiiuk! relronoh- 
raent, but relrenclniiont 'ioi's not n.i.iri 
simply a reduction in the c.xpoiidilurc ul' iho 
Government ; but rather the grealosl amouiil 
of wotlc with tho smallest possiblo oullay. 
If we iedaced:our expenditure to>nsorrnvv in 
$100,000 oyear ond Ead nothing to show for 
it but official salaries, it vfouhl comparatively 
speaking be a very dear admiiiistralioii. II 
on the otlier hand o;:r expont-e- were S150,- 
000, SIOO.OOO ol which were involveil in 
public works, we would, although having; a 
greater oqtlay, possesa acbeap andproliiHi)le 
Governmont. Wbatovor scheme, therefore 
the House of As.sembly may have in view 
towards reducing the seuoral u.xponditure 
let tho meinbors keep tlicso facts vividly 
bolero thorn ; and let ihom feel that llin col- 
ony cunnot be left tu stagnate but must be 
kept moving at all hazards and at ^any cost. 

To reimn, however, to the paper currency. 
Tborei aro'two schemes adopted hy Govorii 
meale— tba-inconvertible and tho coiivei ulili 
paper cnrreooy. Tho first, it is aliiiu»t un 
necessary to-Bay; is a moat dangorons ex 
pedien.t, anl^s^kept within reasonable bounds, 
An UDifmltca 'iJsne of paper not couvcriiblo 
into' coin can 'ooly have one ending, and 
that is general baiikru|)toy. Home of it 
evil effects, of course, would not bo felt here 
as thoy would in Euglaiid, whore fiunneia! 
engagements of long dalc-j would bo scii- 
uualy alJeotcd by the (lc|ireciation ol the 
currency, and wIilmo animiiius might be le- 
duced, to the i?reat injury and hardship ol 
the anoaitaDts, thirty or forty percent; bui 
all tbe'evila of high prices and rccklcssncc 
on tha part of tho (jovornincnt would still 
be felt in our young comiiiuiiity . .\.ay iii- 
oonvorlible issue ihoroforo should bo rigidly 
coufinod to an amount that would not exceed 
tho demand.
